The Regents instructed its con- 
sulting engineer in December, 
1946, to make a survey of fire haz- 
ards and estimate the cost of cor- 
recting them.

A few years ago you could hardly pick 
up a national magazine without finding 
an article or a picture layout exposing the 
shortcomings—economic, educational, po- 
litical or culinary-<of Madame Perkins’ 
“shoeless South.” | 

Millions of Americans were given the 
impression that the South was a benighted 
backwoods, peopled entirely by turnip-eat- 
ing oafs whose principal form of entertain- 
ment was attending lynching bees. 

Lately we have noticed a refreshing 
change in the picture. There has been 
an unmistakable slackening off of the tor- 
rents of literary lambasting directed at the 
long-suffering South. One or two have 
even dared approach the story of our con- 
tinuing struggles to work out our prob- 
lems with something akin to sympathy. 

But now comes the most revolutionary 
occurrence of all. 
current issue, has a 12-page spread entitled 
“The New South,” which handles us not 
only fairly but even maybe a little char- 
itably. 

Terming our progress “the most dra- 
matic regional transformation since the 
opening of the West,” Life reports that its 
famous Margaret Bourke-White, who took 
the pictures, was bowled over by “a green 
land and healthy people, a place of hope as 
well as pride.” 


Life magazine, in its. 


“The revolution began when industries 


. started marching into’ Dixie in search of 


markets, materials, manpower,” explains 
the introduction. “It gained momentum 
when new forage crops like kudzu (Life 
has kind words for The Constitution’s 
Channing Cope as well as Henry Grady) 
were put to work restoring the South’s 
eroded soil and balancing its single-crop 
economy. It was speeded in some areas, 
impeded in others, but halted in none by 
the war.

Their Votes Are Few, So... 


Nonstriking miners, and drivers truck- 
ing coal mined by them, have been the 
victims of numerous instances of violence 
since the coal strike began. 

The latest case to come to our attention 
occurred near Cullman, Ala., the other 
day. A loaded coal truck was ambushed 
and fired upon by men armed with rifles. 
It was the third such incident in that vi- 
cinity in recent weeks. 

The Federal: Government claims it is 


intent upon doing its utmost to protect the 
“civil rights” of everybody. We don’t know 
of a more fundamental civil right than the 
right to work if one wishes. 

But so far there has not been a single 
word of reproof, much less any threat of 
Federal intervention, as a result of these 
violations. 

After all, though, the nonunion miners 
are few and their votes don’t mean much 
at the polls. 


Democracies Must Remain Strong 


If the West, and particularly Western 
Europe, can be kept strong, Economic -Co- 
operation Administrator Paul Hoffman be- 
lieves Soviet Russia eventually will col- 
lapse from within, possibly when Josef 
Stalin dies. 

Mr. Hoffman’s theory is concurred in 
by .a great many others. He says “evil 
institutions contain within themselves the 
seeds of their own destruction,” and points 
out that Russia cannot even consolidate 
her present position unless she conquers 


Western Europe, and that cannot happen 


as long as Western Europe remains strong.

Probably no single individual has done 
so much to strengthen Western Europe as 
Mr. Hoffman, who now is there attempting 
to persuade nations to forget jealousies 
of centuries’ standing and do away with 
trade barriers and tariff restrictions that 
are hampering full development. 

The ideal of a unified Western Europe 
has the stamp of approval of most of the 
best minds of the past century, includ- 
ing Winston Churchill. If Mr. Hoffman, 
through the workings of the Marshall! Plan, 
can succeed in making that ideal a real- 
ity he will, indeed, have strengthened 
the hand of democracy. 


Business Upgrade To Continue? 


-WASHINGTON—Despite the sharp setback in some lines of business that is occurring as a result 
of the strikes in the steel and coal industries, Government.experts see nothing in the current situation 
to indicate anything more than a temporary lull in the economic upgrade on which the nation has 


been moving during recent months. 

Once the strikes are settled, business as a 
whole is expected to rebound with vigor. 

The Department of Commerce supports this 
conclusion in its latest survey of current business, 
covering activities through September. While the 
report dealt with conditions before the outset of 
the steel strike and took into account only two 
weeks of the coal strike, it found a number of 
strong underlying factors in the national econ- 
omy. Some of the encouraging elements in 
September were: 


Construction activity, particularly residen- 
tial, was strong. The number of nonfarm resi- 
dential structures started during the month 
was almost equal to the peak of operations in 
May a year ago. 


Retail sales continued high, showing the steadi- 
ness of consumer buying. Such sales rose during 
August and September, with the volume less than 
two percent below the peak of December, 1942. 
People are still buying freely outside of a few 
strike centers. 

And despite the drop in coal output, industrial 
production increased slightly in September above 
August. 

The level of personal incomes was sustained 
during the period and remained within two per- 
cent of the figure for September a year ago. Fig- 
ures on wages, released by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, also tend to confirm the upward pic- 
ture. Weekly pay checks of workers averaged 
$55.64 in mid-September, the second highest fig- 
ure on record. 

Based upon the appraisal of Government ex- 
perts and its own staff of economic advisers, 
the United States News & World Report, business- 
man’s publication, makes this forecast of condi- 
tions for the balance of the year and in 1950: 

“In late 1949, output of goods and business 
activity in general will lag somewhat because of 
strike effects. The longer the strikes in coal and 
steel, the slower the recovery. It takes time to 
get industry back into full operation. 

“In first half of 1950, industry will be operat- 
ing at a high level, less than 10 percent below 
the 1948 boom levels. Trade will be active. So 
will construction. Employment and incomes will 
be high. Farmers probably will not be doing 
quite so well as this year, but will be prosperous 
by past standards. ) | 

“In the second half of 1950 business will level 
off, or even slow somewhat after inventories are 
replenished and the effects of a splurge in Gov- 
ernment spending tend to wear off. Momentum 


of the first half year, however, may carry busi- 
ness at a high level though 1950.” 

It is pointed out by all sources that people 
never before had as large a volume of liquid 
assets as now. For a time expectations of a big 
price decline may have caused some purchasers 
to hold back. But these expectations are now 
knocked out. Prices have tended to stabilize at 
present levels. 

The only fly in the ointment is the strike situa- 
tion in two of the nation’s most vital industries— 
steel and coal. These will not be allowed to run 
to a point where industry in general will be 
forced to shut down. Before that happens the 
Government, if necessary, will step into the pic- 
ture and force a compromise of the issues in- 
volved. 


After that the country will resume its 
course of business and economic progress. 
The goal that has been set calls for a national 
economy of $300,000,000,000, or only about 
$83,000,000,000 above its present annual rate. 
When we reach that goal we will have 
achieved the greatest level of prosperity any 
people have ever known, enabling us to bear 
our tax burdens with greater’ ease and even- 
tually to start whittling down on the huge 
national debt in earnest.

Farms Mountain farming was always good farming. Mountain 

vegetables e a better flavor and include more min- 
erals and vitamins. Mountain corn was hard as flint and made 
wonderful meal. But thé valleys were small and the yield not great. 


Good roads, which brought the trucks roaring from all the warm 
flat lands to the South where vegetables grow the year around, hurt 
the ne pp farmer. He had to battle more weather than any- 
one else. 


Today. North Georgia is on the way to becoming a little Switzer- 
Jand. It will take time. A man still has to be able to get the money 
to buy the seed and the fertilizer and to last out the time when 
his pastures are developing to where they will handle the livestock 
he wants on them. But, progress is being made. 

Gold White County, which had the gold fever before Dah- 
lonega, and which had millions taken out of her hills and 
valleys, has had a struggle of it. First the gold petered out. Then

Seeing 
is believing. There were talks here Friday at the festival. The 
virtues of conservation practices were presented in fine fashion.

James Davidson’s cémmittee. 


Seeing But, the best part of it was to have come later when 

visits were to be made to’ farms. These farms had once 
been the typical mountain cornfield or where vegetables grew. 
They were the slopes where once sheep were kept for their wool 
,clip so that the old wooden spinning wheels and looms in mountain 
homes could do the slow job of making clothing. 


Now, these fields and slopes are covered with clover and other 
grasses so rotated that even in this more northerly clime grazing is 
possible for most of the year. It was this development which stirred 
the greatest interest. Because of the heavy rains, the visits could 


not be made but their story was told. 
Change This meeting and demonstration is but one of the grow- 
ing number of such accelerations to a change in the 
North Georgia economy. A dozen years from now we should be 
well into a “Little Switzerland” here in North Georgia. White 
County, because of the closely knit co-operation between the soil 
conservation people, the farm agencies, the newspaper, and all the 
people of the county, is one of the leaders. 


The dairies, cheese plants, sheep and beef cattle of the future 
will be their reward.

The Pegler-Pearson Dispute 


Most writers and artists are humble enough when they are 
hungry and on the way up, but, when they get to the top, a Metro- 
politan Opera soprano seems like a shrinking violet alongside many 
of them. Talent plus money and success beget temperament, and 
with these attributes seem to go the idea of special privileges. 


As most newspaper readers know, the two columnists, Pearson 
and Pegler have had a row, and the former is suing the latter for 
$250,000. The background of this dispute may be of some interest, 
and, if not, all the reader has to do is to skip it and turn over to 
the Woman’s Page or the comics. Both these writers came up 
through the ranks of the newspaper business, and each started as a 
reporter, where a man learns the fundamentals, and then Westbrook 
branched out as a sports writer and Drew as a political specialist 
and Washington correspondent. 


The first clash between these two as far as I know occurred 
more than four years ago when Pegler cocked his typewriter, hauled 
off, and gave Pearson the full treatment, claiming he objected to 
some remark the latter had made in a broadcast. At my suggestion, 
Pearson and the Bell Syndicate started suit against Pegler for a 
modest $50,000, because, for my part, I thought it might be interest- 
ing to air the matter in a New York court before, perhaps, a New 
Deal judge who had probably from time to time let his eye wander 
down one of Pegler’s columns on the Roosevelt family. 

Letter In due course, the general manager of the Hearst news- 

papers, an old friend, called me to inquire about the 
suit, since Mr. Pegler was employed by his organization. He argued 
it was foolish to continue the litigation, so to make a long story 
longer, after a couple of preliminary conferences, Mr: Gortatowsky, 
the Hearst executive. the two columnists, and I got together and 
agreed that newspaper writers attacking each other in public was 
like pitchers who warm up all day in the bullpen and never get 
into the game. Thereupon, Mr. Pegler wrote a letter dated Jan. 2, 
1946, which so far has never appeared in his column, so it is printed 
herewith as we lawyers Say: 


Mr, Drew Pearson, Washington, D. C. 

Dear Drew—I have had several ‘conversations with Jack 
Wheeler and Gorty and we all feel that the best way for all 
concerned would be to drop our little controversy. Let bygones 
be bygones and forget it. That is my sincere desire. 

I do not believe our present course, if pursued, would benefit 
anyone and I do think we might bring unpleasant public at- 
tention to the newspaper business which has been very good 
to both of us. In fact, I think it is wasteful to devote valuable 
space to personal controversies between columnists. 

Any attempt to review the circumstances would lead only to 
recriminations, so I suggest we just skip it altogether. I am 
sure it is an dncident that we mutually regret. My feelings 
were hurt too, but time is a pretty good healer and they are 
all right again. Now if yours are cured, what about a drink?

Re ] In the same spirit, Drew Pearson replied with the fol- 
ply lowing mash note: 
Mr. Westbrook Pegler, New York City, N. Y. 

Dear Peg—I am delighted to have yours of Jan. 2. I ap- 
pretiate the spirit of your letter and agree that columnists 
have more important battles to fight than among themselves. 

I am, therefore, asking my attorney to withdraw the suit as of 
this week. This will be a good way to start the new year. 3 
Sincerely yours, DREW PEARSON. 

To summarize the situation in a nutshell, four years later, Pegler 
forgot this correspondence and operfed up on Pearson. Some per- 
sons lay this lapse to talent and the privileges of a prima donna 
while others describe it with a shorter and uglier word.

In yesterday’s Constitution I note an excellent 
article in which Herman Talmadge as Governor 
states his position. No use to repeat here except 
to state that he considers his administration is 
doing a good job “improving the physical facili- 
ties of both Negro and white schools,” etc. And I 
believe he has stated the exact truth.

Builders 


Editor Constitution: The Home Builders’ As- 
sociation of Atlanta is vitally concerned with ar- 
ticles appearing recently in the daily newspapers 
regarding change in plans by the county in assist- 
ing in the development of new subdivisions for 
future homes. 

The developer buys the land he proposes to 
subdivide, submits proposed layout of lots and 
streets to the Fulton County Planning Commis- 
sion’s office for consideration. The plan is there 
approved or disapproved. At this time the de- 
veloper has assured the county that sewer, water 
and other utilities will be installed at the de- 
veloper’s expense and that the developer will pay 
for materials for paving the streets and that he 
will deed the street right-of-way to the county 
for public use. 

In our opinion, these streets not only become 
public property for public use, but the lots de- 
veloped on such streets become an asset to the 
county when a home has been erected. 

About a year ago, Fulton County, under its 
new manager, Mr. Fuller, adopted this policy 
whereby the developer paid all costs of placing 
utilities, paid all costs for land for streets, paid 
all costs of material such as stone and asphalt 
and the county with its convicts furnished the 
labor. 

This policy, aftér a full and detailed discus- 

sion by several members of the Home Builders’ 
Association of Atlanta in Mr. Fuller’s office, was 
agreed to be fair and workable and acceptable 
to both the county and the developers. 
There may have been some abuse of this pol- 
icy, as has been mentioned in the papers ‘re- 
ently. If so, it is the fault of administration and 
not the fault of the policy. 

The Fulton County Commissioners are to be 
congratulated on such an arrangement and any 
change now in this policy as proposed by Mr. 
Fuller will soon result in injury to Fulton Coun- 
ty by the reduction of new home building and 
loss in taxes for lack of future development. 
Also, any change in the method of providing lots 
for homes that will increase the cost will put 
home ownership beyond the means of many. This 
would be especially true in the low and middle- 
income groups. Should the policy of the county 


be changed in helping provide streets, for which 
they are compensated by having the land deeded 
to the county, it would undoubtedly increase the 
cost of lots as well as retard the development of 
new streets. The Home Builders’ Association of 
Atlanta spends much of its effort to promote 
home ownerships, as we feel a community of 
homeowners makes a better community. We real- 
ize that some of our citizens are transitory or 
for other reasons must rent homes; however, our 
effort is for a larger percent of homeowners real- 
izing the security of home ownership.

Women Authors Reveal 
Trials, Troubles of Writing

If you want to write, don’t buy a beret. 


According to local women authors, writing a book in- 
volves more than joining a cult and acquiring an artiness 
of manner. It takes inspiration, a wealth of ideas, a limit- 
less imagination and, most of all, just plain hard work. And 

it may mean that one has to work late into the night, or 
in the early hours of the morning. 

According to Nanette Carter 
Smith, author of children’s 
poems and “Until the Night,” 
recently published volume of 
verse, her inspiration often 
comes at the inconvenient hour 
of 4a. m. Taking a notebook and 
pencil to bed with her, she writes 
in the darkness of the early 
dawn, then goes back to sleep. 
Because her imagination is fed 
by .quick inspirations, sudden 
light taken from a million dif- 
ferent things, Mrs. Smith binds 
herself to no schedule, but writes 
only when she feels it is the 
time to write. 

Nelle Warren Outlaw, author 
of “Voiceless Lips,” also waits 
for “the time,” and when it 
comes she writes with facile 
quickness. “It’s not an effort,” 
she declares. “If it were a bur- 
den I couldn’t express myself. 
It would sound forced.” 

Making a noble effort to fol- 
low a schedule, Edna Stephens 
Maxwell, author of “She Says,” 
tries to write for three hours 
every morning, but “it varies,” 
she smiles. “It’s really more a 
matter of enthusiasm.” 

This author of monologues re- 
luctantly admits that she gets 
her materials from actual con- 
versations overheard on trollies, 
picked up at club meetings, “any 
where, really,” she says. “They 
are humorous because they are 
true. Anyone could write them, 
if they would.” 

“You know.” she added, “there 
is drama in everything.” 

Medora Field Perkerson, 
whose “Blood on Her Shoe” has 
recently been published in a 
pocket size reprint, writes from 
8:30 to 12:30 p. m. every morn- 
ing, sometimes working on 
through the day. 

“If I waited until I was in 
the mood, I would never write.” 
she says. “When I hit a snag I 
struggle with it for hours until 
it is ironed out.” 

“Writing is hard work for me, 
and always has been,” she 
smiled. “Corra Harris used to 
speak of the fdtal facility. She 
thought that when _ writing 
ceased to be a tough pull, one 
had begun to substitute super- 
ficiality for sincerity. 1 think 
that is true,” she added. 

Mrs. Perkerson believes that 
the subconscious goes on writ- 
ing when the conscious mind has 
laid the manuscript aside. Often 
she starts something, gets hope 
lessly entangled in a maze of 
words and thoughts, but the 
next morning everything is clear 
to her. 

Believing that newspaper writ- 
ing lays a solid foundation for

But if, with 
its peculiar perversity, the Muse 
can’t be invoked, words are still 
written, thoughts are explored, 
though the heart’s struggle for 
sincere expression is an agoniz- 
ing, fatiguing conflict.

Is it natural to laugh when you’re embarrassed? 


Answer: Very natural, but sel- 
dom wise—if you can help it. 
When you have said or done 
something which you fear will be 
disapproved of (which is what em- 
barrassment means) you instinc- 
tively: hope to avoid the conse- 
quences by its not being “taken 


seriously,” and your nervous laugh 
or giggle is a wordless appeal to 
your audience to regard it as “only 
a joke.” But your inappropriate 
behavior in a perhaps serious sit- 
uation not only makes you “look 
foolish” but is likely to draw more 
attention to your slip than if you 
had ignored it. 


“Is there such a thing as 
juvenile delinquency? 


Answer: Not really, says Dr. 
Robert H. Felix, Psychiatrist of 
the U. S. Public Health Service. 
The phrase is a “legal label.” When 
we apply it to “the behavior mani- 
festations of children, who try to 
find satisfaction for their inner 
needs in ways that are socially un- 
acceptable,” we “are no nearer to 
knowing the individual child’s per- 
sonality or to understanding why 
he acts as he does. The delinquent 
is primarily an unhappy child who 


needs emotional re-education anc 
physical well-being. He is not : 
naturally bad or rebellious person 


Are psychiatrists “neurotic 
themselves?” 


Answer: Many of them seem t 
fell, as I do, that a person with : 
healthy, “extroverted” mind woulk 
hardly be interested in the stud: 
or treatment of mental illness, anc 
might find it hard to be sympa 
thetic toward his patients. Ths 
ideal psychiatrist is probably : 
man or woman who has had anc 
conquered a neurosis and st 
understands his neighbors’ prob 
lems “from the inside.” And the 
fact that recovery from neurosi: 
is seldom complete may accoun 
for the occasional psychiatris 
who seems less emotionally stable 
than he should be.

TECHNIQUE vs. DECEPTION 


The importance of proper 
technique in the handling of the 
cards can hardly be exaggerated, 
yet even so exact a science as 
this must be tempered at times 
with just a bit of psychology. 
That the enemy will falter is 
occasionally a better chance to 
look for an extremely improb- 
able distribution of the cards. 
He who enters battle without in- 
struments of deception is ill 
equipped to wage a sharp con- 
test. However, whether to play 
for the remote holding or to 
pull wool over the adverse eyes 


depends to a large extent on 
the known I.Q. of the opposition. 

South, the declarer of today’s 
hand was a player of outstand- 
ing merit, whose only informity, 
so far as I have been able to 
detect, is that he would rather 
steal a dime than earn a dollar. 
It was only natural, therefore, 
when he was confronted with 
this apparently hopeless con- 
tract, for his thoughts turn to- 
ward larceny. If East held pre- 
cisely the king and another 
spade he might be tempted to 
cover dummy’s queen if that 
card were led from dummy. If 
West had that holding, he might 
be tempted to come up with the 
king if a low spade were led to 
the queen. Since the lead of 
the three of diamonds with the 
deuce in dummy marked West 
with four diamonds and East 
with five, he determined to play 
West for more spades. He, there- 
fore, led low towards dummy. 
West, however, refused to be 
taken in by the play and fol- 
lowed with the two. He reasoned 
quite properly that if South held 
the ace he would lead it on the 
off chance of dropping the king. 
Declarer was, therefore obliged 
to lose two spades, a diamond, 
and a club. 

It seems to me declarer had at 
his disposal a much better line 
of attack; a play, which, while 
it offered considerably less than 
an exen chance of success, was 
nevertheless superior to the one 
he chose.
